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High-rise 
approved by 
City Council

The Upland City Council, after a three-month 
delay, has approved a conditional use permit for the 
Gateway Plaza, a professional office complex 
planned for the southeast corner of Mountain 
Avenue and Seventh Street. 

JBS Development Corp. plans to build two eight- 
story towers, each nearly 120 feet high, and a three- 
story parking facility on about 4% acres just north 
of the Mountain Avenue offramp at Interstate 10. 

To accommodate the extra cars coming into the 
city JBS will provide for a right-turn lane on 
northbound Mountain Avenue, requiring widening of 
both Mountain and Seventh Street. City Engineer 
Fred Blanchard assured the council the widening 
will be completed before or concurrent with develop- 
ment of the offices. 

A report by the city’s Traffic Safety Committee 
— requested last month by the Upland School 
District and protesting residents — stated that 
children walking to nearby Citrus School will not be 
affected by the development because they walk only 
on the north side of Seventh Street. They need not 
walk at all, the committee found, because bus 
service is provided by the school district. 

Another resident objected to the project because 
it is a high-rise in a largely residential community, 
and because it will create more traffic. She was 
reminded of the Traffic Safety Committee’s finding 
that this type of development will create less traffic 
than a retail store operation. 

Action on the proposal was delayed last month to 
allow time for the report on pedestrian safety, and 
to allow owners of a gasoline station on the corner to 
complete negotiations with JBS. Attorney Herschel 
Glenn said Robert Miller and JBS have reached an 
acceptable agreement. 

The proposal first came before the council in 
December, when the council held off action until 
Feb. 1. Council member Frank Carpenter said the 
council should approve this project, ‘“‘and be proud 
of the project we’ll see in the future.” 

In other action Monday, the council postponed a 
decision on city development fees protested by 
Matreyek Homes Inc., developers of the $75 million 
Upland Hills Country Club project. 

The project is proposed for 237 acres of vacant 
land on both sides of 16th Street, east of Campus 
Avenue. It will include its own waste water treat- 
ment plant, a shopping center and hotel, a golf 
course and 547 condominiums. 

Bill Matreyek, representing the building firm, is 
objecting to paying both its park acquisition and 
development fees and its Street and Traffic Facility 
Development fees. City Engineer Fred Blanchard 
explained these fees are charged to pay for the 
extra facilities that will be necessary as a result of 
new residents moving to Upland. The park fee is 
$240 per dwelling unit, and the traffic fee — which 
includes funding for storm drain development — is 
$450 per unit.

Simmons presented a similar petition to the 
board Feb. 1, but since then, he said, pleas from 
parents have gone “‘unheard’’. 

“Virtually every parent has witnessed miracles 
in the development of their children since attending 
Mountain High School,” he said. ‘‘Students feel this

Simmons said he and others are ‘outraged’ by 
the board’s decision to let Tracey go. 

“Let me put it frankly,” he said, ‘we put the 
board members in office and we can just as easily 
remove them. 

He said his group wants to find out which board 
members voted in a Feb. 16 closed session not to 
retain Tracey at Mountain High ‘“‘and then decide 
which action to take”’. 

“It is our understanding that our carefully 
worded petitions and diplomatic appeals have gone 
unheard,” he added. ‘I’m not speaking as an 
individual but as a spokesman for the parents at 
Mountain High School. 

“The board is about to hear an outcry that I 
promise will not go unheard.” 

While relieved of his administrative duties as of 
July 1, Tracey will be allowed to stay with the 
district as a teacher. No decision has been made as 
to where he will be placed next year, Erickson said. 

In the same action, board members handed the 
principalship of Valley View and Mountain High to 
Monroe Lair, who served as principal of Valley 
View until July 1981 when he became director of 
student services. 

He was replaced at Valley View by Earl ‘‘Phil” 
Goswiller who will become assistant principal at 
Chaffey High next year. 

“Monroe was the first principal of Mountain 
High,” Erickson said. ‘(He was very much instru- 
mental in setting it up.” 

Tracey said that although he is not involved in 
the drive, he perceives the effort as one to preserve
